He Avould find the high bluffs along the 
Mississippi inspiring and would enjoy the 
scenery about the little lakes which have 
been made parts of a state park system. 
No doubt he Avould exclaim, this is in- 
deed the ideal for "state parks system." 


But Mr. Lieber need not go to Wiscon- 
sin to find the ideal system of 
state 
parks. 
He might go to NCAV York and 
gaze delightedly • on the Palisades. along 
the Hudson. 
He need not go to New 
York to find the Palisadesi—he can find 
them here in Indiana. 


Did Mr. Lieber cA'er take a trip down 
the Vandalia railroad and notice 
the 
high hills and rocky formations betAveen 
Gosport and Spencer? 
Did he ever stand 
on the rear 
of the train 
and see a 
replica of the Palisades? 


The members of the state park com- 
mittee can stand on the high liills above 
Madison and A'ioAV a scene that only na- 
ture could ])aint. 
They can see the Ohio 
river bonding like a silver boAV through 
fields and Avoods, past towering hills and 
through .humble valleys. They can stand 
on the high hills aboA'e the little city of 
Rising Sun and vieAv a landscape that 
man's most skilful hand never has been 
able to transfer to canvas. 
They can 
A-isit the home of Frank GAvin in the 
Knobs a})ove New Albany, or the home 
of George S. Clifford, at EAansville, and 
breathe 
enchantment. 
And 
they 
can 
come out of this part of Indiana and 
find many, many lakes Avith "a picture 
in every Avave'' that excel those of Wis- 
consin as for a state park system. These 
lakes are 
from 
half 
an acre to 
six 
square miles in size, and the surround- 
ings of all are beautiful. 


Lake Named for Indian 


Close to WarsaAV is Winona Lake, but* 
as this is a 
AA-ater area oAvned by a 
private corporation—Winona assembly- 
its use in a state park system could not 
be considered. 
But in the northeastern 
corner 
of 
Kosciusko county 
is 
Lake 
WaAvasee. 
It Avas called Nine Mile laHc 
originally and- later it was known as 
Turkey lake. 
Then, at the request of 
Eli Lilly, it Avas named WaAvasee after 
an Indian chief Avho once lived near it. 
The lake contains a little more than 
3,600 acres, or nearly six square miles. 
In places its banks are thirty feet high 
and all about it are many farms of level 
and rich land. 
Lake WaAvasee is at the 
crest of the shed that divides the Ava- 
tcrs of the Great Lakes from those of 
the Mi^issippi basin. 
It is 300 feet' 
above Lake Michigan and is regarded as 
one of the greatest summer resorts in 
the middle Avest. 


Another Indiana lake, noted for

beauty, is Lake Tippecanoe, four miles

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The recent selection of Mr. F. S. Hunting, of Fort Waj^ne, as a 
•inember of the board to make an industrial survey of Indiana with 
a view of placing in the hands of the government information re- 
i garding the industrial resources of the state that might be of service 
iin the event of military stress has served to direct local attention to 
the movement to a greater extent than would have ordinarily been 
the case. It is interesting to note the scope of the work and the pur- 
poses to be served by it. 


Instructions to H. E, Barnard, state food and drug commisioner, 
who is in chrage of the work in Indiana have just been given out 
by the naval advisory board. They follow: ''List manufacturing 
establishments on inventory forms and instructions sent you today. 
All kinds of industries should be inventoried . Inventories will, when 
completed, provide a basis for selection as to what industries will 
be of use and what will not.

FILIPINOS.

The defeat of the administration's pro- 
gram to hold out to the Filipino politi- 
cians the promise of independence within 
four years may loom much larger fifty 
or a hundred years from now than it 
does today.

Washington, ^May 4.—A desire to win 
will decide who will be "tlie republican 
presidential nominee at Chicago. 
The 
choice is in the hands of, the same men 
who nominated Taft.four years ago and 
if it should suit their political judg- 
ment they could nominate Taft again 
It is absolutely up to them. 


The delegates with few exceptions are 
to, be hand-picked, machine-made dum- 
mies. 
Penrose, .Root, 
Crane, 
Lodge, 
iSmoot and Hilles are the gentlemen who 
will nominate Roosevelt if he is nomin- 
ated; or they will nominate Hughes, 
Fairbanks, Burton, Harding, Wadsworth, 
Weeks or McCall. They will confer and 
decide and their decision will be carried 
out by the delegates. 
It will be a reg- 
ular "old-fashioned" convention. 


In deciding what candidate is most 
likely to win, the republican bosses will 
have in mind several things, such as tho

Manila, P. I., Aprii 2.— (Correspond- 
ence of 
The Associated 
Press),—The 
municipal p-overnment 
of Manila 
will 
undergo a radical change as a result of 
the city elections which wiI^ be held 
June 6, interest in which has already de- 
veloped so far that there are seventy- 
five candidates for the ten positions of 
members of the municipal b'oard, whicli 
is to be elected. 
While heretofore the 
general mass of the Filipino people hav« 
paid little heed to elections, each year 
has shown a growing interest, and the 
coming local contest will be one of tjic 
most exciting political campaigns that 
the city has known since the American 
occupation. 


The new city charter passed by the 
legislature at its last session calls for 
the election of a municipal board of ten 
members. 
Heretofore this board, whicli 
has consisted of six members, has had 
only two direct representatives of the 
people, the other members having been 
the alcalde or mayor, appointed by the 
governor-geneial, two other members ap 
pointed by the chief executive and the 
city engineer aa a member ex-officio. The 
new charter requires the election of all 
members, not by districts, but by the 
city at large. In addition to the board 
but not a member of it, there will be 
an alcalde, appointed by the governor 
general, and his office will closely re 
semble that of the mayor of the average 
American city.; 


Some of the numerous candidates for 
places on the board are men who , have 
mingled in the political game here since 
the first days of American occupation 
but there are many newcomers, with 
new ideas and ideals of political ser- 
vice. 
In some respccts the election will 
mark a battle between the old and the 
new, a struggle between the generation 
which has ruled Filipino 
politics 
for 
many years, and the generation which 
has barely come to maturity, the youth 
of the country.

noons, when so man.y children are in at- 
tendance. 


•'While recognizinjï the difficulties ex- 
hibitors have in securing lists of pictures

the managers of motion picture theaters 
ill urging the manufacturers to set aside 
pictures 
for 
selected 
programs,

merely educational films, thouirh these 
are valued highly, but plays that

LORIMEII «COUinED 


BY JUIiYJT CHICAGO 


Former Senator Had No 
Part in Bank-Wrecking, 
is Verdict. 


Chicago, 
May 
4.—William 
Lorimer, 
former United States senator, was ac- 
quitted by a jury 
last r.ight 
of 
the 
charge of conspiracy to wreck the La- 
Salle 
Street 
Trust and 
Savings 
bank 
while president of that institution. The 
jury was out a little more than 
six 
hours. 


The jury in its verdict held that Lor- 
imer had no part in any violation of 
the banking laws in connection with the 
career of the LaSalle street bank or of 
the criminal laws in the bank's failure 
and that he had no knowledge of such 
violations. 


On October 22, 1914, two years after 
the LaSalle street bank was converted 
from a national to a state institution. 
William Ivorimer, C. B. Munday, H. W. 
Huttig and a number of officers and em- 
ployes of the parent bank and its sub- 
sidiaries were indicted 
by 
the 
Cook 
county grand jury, three separate indict- 
ments being returned against Loriraer, 
Munday and Huttig. 


Two of the indictments charged tbem 
with embeizleinent for receiving deposits 
after the bank was insolvent; the tliird 
indictment charged them with conspiracy 
to defraud tlie public, the LaSalle street 
bank, the Rosehill Cemetery 
company 
and eleven smaller banks by false pre- 
tenses and by the operation of a conli- 
denoe game. 


Each defendant moved for a separate 
tiial but was overruled. 
•Munday was 
granted a change of vcnuo. 
Munday"s 
trial opened in Morris, 111., September 
27, 1915, where eight weeks later, he was 
sentenced to five years in prison. 


The state then elected to try Lorimfe.' 
and on February 17 the selection of a 
jury was begun before Judge Devoy in 
the commercial court. 
The jury 
was 
not sworn till March 14. - The introduc- 
tion of testimony was b ^ u n on March 
21. 


Mr. Lorimer was elected to congress, 
where he served for twelve years, till 
he was chosen by the Illinois legisla- 
ture for the United States 
senate 
in 
May, 1909. 
He was ousted by the sen- 
ate on the ground that his election by 
the legislature Avas void.

On the British Front, Flanders, April 
15.—^Correspondence of The Associated 
Press).—The spectacle 
of 
officers and 
soldiers playing at war within gunshot 
of operations which form a paxt of the 
greatest conflict in history might seem 
to be an unusual sight, and yet this is 
actually taking place daily back of the 
British lines. 
A correspondent of The 
Associated Press visited two schools of 
instruction where men, already trained 
in the art of warfare, were seriously 
conducting mimic battles 
for 
experi 
mental purposes within sound of the big 
guns which were causing death and de- 
struction towards the front. " 


One of these schools was for the train- 
ing of snipers. 
The mqn in this school 
are not brought together to learn sharp- 
shooting, for they are all experts. 
Their 
business is to become 
familiar 
with 
methods of concealing trencîi loopholes 
so that the Gk;rmans cannot see them, 
anrf to learn to distinguish 
loopholes 
along the German lines. 


At one point a line of trenches was 
laid out just as though- ready for battle. 
Through the top of the trendies facing 
imajpnary German lines were scores of 
loopholes of every size and description, 
each one concealed in a different way. 
Unique methods had been adopted in 
many cases to render these holes invis- 
ible to the Grerman eye and BO well had 
they succeeded that an 
officer going 
along in front of thé trench, explaining 
the system, often 
had to search for 
some time before he could find the open- 
ings. 


At this school any new ideas pertain- 
ing to this method of warfare are exper- 
imented" with 
and 
each 
man 
leams 
numerous wavs 
of 
protecting himself 
from the German fire. Tliis is considered 
a most important matter, for the dis- 
covery by an opponent sharpshooter of 
a loophole through which a man is firing 
means almost «ure death to the latter. 


At another po^t a group of men were 
firing from behind sand bags at imag- 
inary German loopholes a considerable 
distance away. 
Openings 
of 
various 
kinds were displayed across the 
field 
and at these apertures 
an 
occasional 
dummy head would appear, to be shot 
away instantly by the alert snipers. 


When a ma^i has perfected himseif in 
the art of jsniping he is sent along to 
the front iine trenches 
or 
wherever 
needed. Not all snipers go through snip- 
ing schools but all receive the benefit of 
the • instruction given in them. 


The second School was one for e.Kperi- 
menting in the 
building of 
trenches. 
Here all sorts of idços relating to the 
construction of trenches are put into 
effect, as any man who has a scheme for 
iraprovinfir à trench can have his pl»n 
executed. 
Trenches of all description« 


and machine gun positions 
are 
con- 
structed. 
Wire entanglements of differ- 
ent varieties also are experimented with 
to discover which is the most effective.

H E u-as born an aristocrat, her 
tastes and manners are aristo- 
cratic,

Her namtj is Miss Jim. and she Is a mere In- 
fant, 33 yeMrs old. 


And few humans of 33 years have had the ex- 
periences. have seen so many different cities 
and countries and have moved in so many dif- 
ferent sfratK of society as has Miss Jim. A wild, 
free creature of the .lunk'cs, then the pet of roy- 
alty, with jeweled headdresses and cloth of sold 
robes, the en^ y of evp;-\- feminine creature that 
eaw them, then a star actress of a big London 
theatrical production, then a circus performer. 


through this that she breathed. 
She was fond 
of water, too, and often her mother would take 
her to the bank of some stream and, filling her 
trunk with water, would spray It over the body 
of her daughter,

bathe herself. 


On a warm day, toward evening, 
whenever

The oniy human career at all comparable -with 
hers in romance and kaleidoscopic changes was 
that of the celebrated I.ola Mendoza. the dancer, 
the pet of kings, who in her brief career was 
everywhere—in tlie mining camps of California 
i n those early days follov. ing the first rush for 
gold, in the cities of Panama and Colon when 
they were the resorts of adventurers from all 
over the world, in Xew York, in the gay capi- 
tals of liurope. the pet of kings.

put on. 
Miss Jim made one of the biggest 
individual 
hits, sharing honors with the human 
actors. 
She liked the life and she liked the thunders 
of applause. 
She wore beautiful clothes, all the 
colors of the rainbows, and she wore the most 
dazzling headdresses that ever adorned an ele- 
phant's head. 
Everyone in l^ondon knew her. 
and during the year she was on the stage she 
was as popular as any prima donna at Covent 
Garden. 


A f t e r that she appeared in several other theat- 
rical productions and then, later, was sold and 
brought to America. 
That was eighteen years 
ago, and since then she traveled all over the 
country and several times visited Canada. 
Sho 
liked the circus life—that is. she liked the ap- 
plauding crowds, 
although 
the traveling 
was

And the world has been revolution- 
ized since he was shut away from it for- 
ever, as a 16-year-oId boy, in 1876—40 
years ago. 
••r The sudden glimpse of the world that 
Pomeroy has just had, however, was not 
"direct, but only through the medium of 
the moviee. 
This moral monster, who 
Vas sentenced to solitary confinement for 
life in Charlestown prison, as punish- 
ment for murder, with abliorrent cruel- 
ty of two little playmates, has kept in- 
tact and keen his intellect, despite a 
mediaeval form of punishment 
that 
made raving maniacs of prisoners in the 
dark ages. 


He wa-8 able the other day to witness 
intelligently and to apeak interestingly 
of the most marvelous event that could 
happen to a man to whom all modem 
Bcience and invention ha<i hitherto been 
a closed book. 


From Massachusetts, goaded by the 
scathing remarks of her sister states, 
"where people said she was revei-ting to 
the barbarism of her witchbaiting days 
in the piinishment of Pomeroy, word has 
just gone out that the mysterious pris- 
oner—victim of grim incarceration such 
as has been inflicted upon no living man 
in the civilized world today—was to be 
-granted new privileges. 


He was to see the sun at last, speak 
to people, even to go for rides in auto- 
mobiles, which he has never yet seen! 


I went to Boston hoping to hear from 
Pomerov's o-mi lips his impre.«sions af- 
ter these extraordinary new experiences, 
only to find that Pomeroy's punishnunt 
in fact has not been modiiied at all as 
reported. 


Pomerov is still caged in a sunle». 
cell, allowed to i-:ce or be ¡^cen by no 
human being! 


To sit silent and solitary in a darK 
corner at chapel Sunday evening is his 
only new privilege, and it was at a lec- 
ture there after the services tliat he has 
just seen for the first time the movies. 


Pomeroy Avas an illiterate youth when 
the steel' gratings of his solitary cell 
closed upon him 40 years ago. 
For HG 
years he was shut up so closely Tin 
person except his guards and his moth- 
er, who came once a month, could see 
him. 


In 36 years he exchanged fewer wordr> 
t\*ith other humans than the average 
man would in a week: 
And yet, in- 
stead of going insane, in.'^tead of losing 
the last glint of his intelligence, Pom- 
eroy has actually taught himself a doz- 
en foreign languages, has read every one 
of the 8,000 books in the prison library, 
and has developed his mind, all unaided, 
to a point of unusual keenness! 


Four years ago Pomeroy was removed 
to a larger cell in a new part nf the 
prison. 
Since then he has been allowed 
to exercise daily for an hour and a half 
in a sunny part of the prison yard and 
to go to chapel on ¡Sundays. 


But aside from these privileges Pom- 
eroy's condition today is what it has 
heen for 40 years past! 
The sentence 
to solitary confinement holds good, and 
this historic convict may talk to no one, 
«ee no one, and no man outside Charles- 
town prison may see him!

N"o doubt lie would exclaim, this" is In- 
deed the ideal for "state parks system." 


But Mr. Lieber need not go to Wiscon- 


sin to find the ideal system of state 
larks. He might go to Xew York and

:he Hudson. He need not go to New 
York to find the Palisades—he can find 
them here in Indiana. 


Did" Mr. Lieber ever take a trip down 


the Vandalia railroad and notice the 
iigh hills and rocky formations between 
iosport and Spencer?

the city elections which will be held 
June I), interest in which has already de- 
veloped so far that there are seventy- 
five candidates for the ten .positions of 
members, of the municipal board, whicii 
is to be elected. 
While heretofore the 


general mass of the Filipino people have 
paid little heed to elections, each year 
has shown a growing interest, and the 
coming local contest will be one of the 
most exciting political campaigns that 
the city has known, since the American 
occupation, 
'• 
• 


. The new city charter passed by the 
legislature at-its last session calls for 
tho election of a municipal board of ten 
members. 
Heretofore this board, which 


has consisted' of six members, has had 
only two direct representatives of the 
people, the other members having been 
the alcalde or mayor, appointed by. the 
governor-general, two other members ap- 
pointed by the chief executive and the 
city engineer as a member ex-officio. The 
new charter requires the election of aJl 
members, not by districts, but by the 
city, at large. In, addition to the board, 
but not a member of it, there will be 
an alcalde, appointed by the governor- 
seneral, and his office Tvill closely re- 
semble that of the mayor of the average 
American city.. 


Some of the numerous candidates for 


places on the board are men who.hare 
mingled in the political came here since 
the first day% of American occupation, 
but there are ma:iy newcomers, with 
new ideas and ideals of political ser- 
vice. In some respects the election will 
mark a battle between.'the old and the 
new.

Former Senator Had No 


Part in Bank-Wrecking, 


is Verdict. 


Chicago, May 4.—William Lorimer, 


former United States senator, was ac- 
quitted by a jury last r.ight of the 
charge of conspiracy to wreck the ]ji- 
Salle Street Trust and Savings bank 
while president of that institution. The 
jury was out a little more than six 
hours. 
; Hie jury in its verdict held that Lor- 
imer had no part- in any violation of 
the banking laws in connection with the 
career of the LaSalle street bank or of 
the criminal laws in the bank's failure 
and that he had no knowledge of such 
violations. 


On October 22, 1914, two years after 


the LaSalle street bank was converted 
from a national to a state institution. 
William Lorimer, C. B. Munday, H. W. 
Huttig and a number of officers and em- 
ployes of the parent bank and its sub- 
sidiaries were indicted by 
the Cook 


county grand jury, three separate indict- 
ments being returned agnhisl Lorimer, 
Munday and Huttig. 


Two of the indictments charged them 


with embezzlement for receiving deposits 
after the bank was insolvent; the third 
indictment charged them with conspiracy 
to defraud the public, the LaSalle street 
bank, the Rosehill Cemetery companv 
and eleven smaller banks by false pre- 
tenses and by the operation of a confi- 
dence game. 


Each defendant moved for a separate 


tiial but was overruled. 
Munday was 


granted a change of venue. 
Munday's 


trial opened in Morris. 111.. September 
27, 1015, where eight we'ekn later, he 
sentenced to five years in prison. 


The state then «l«ct«d to "try Lorimw 


and on February 17 the selection of a 
jury was begun before Judge Devoy in 
the commercial court. 
The jury 'was 


not sworn till March 14. The introduc- 
tion of testimony was begun on March 


rfl. 


Mr. Lorimer was elected to congrcsi, 


where he served for twelve years, till 
he was chosen by the Illinois legisla- 
ture for the United States senate in 
May, 1909..

15.— (Correspondence of The Associated 
Press). — The spectacle oi officers and 
soldiers . play injr a-t war within gunshot 
of operations which form a. part of the 
greatest contlict in history" mijiht seem 
to be an unusual sight, and yet this is 
actually taking place daily hack of the 
British lines. 
A correspondent of The 


Associated Press visited two schools of 
instruction where men. already trained 
\£. the art of warfare, swero seriously 
conducting mimic battles 
for

mental purposes ivifchin sound of the big 
guns which were causing death and de- 
struction towards the front. 


One of these schools was"ior the train- 


ing of snipers. The men in this school 
are not brought tocether to learn sharp- 
shootinp;, for they r.rc all experts.

methods of concealing trench loopholes 
so that the Germans cannot see them, 
and to learn to distinguish, loopholes 
alone the German lines.

elephant, the two no longer played together.
